During stormy summer, 
officials try to keep your 
O'Hare flights on time

This year’s weather has been among the 
worst in a decade for air travel in the US., 
aviation authorities say, with the most vola- 
tile period possibly still ahead as the summer 
thunderstorm season is underway. 

In June, 15 percent of flights by all air- 
lines at O’Hare were delayed because of 
bad weather, up from 3 to 6 percent over 
the previous two Junes, according to calcu- 
lations that United Airlines provided to the 
Tribune, based on U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation statistics that will be publicly re- 
leased in August. 

Total delays at the airport haven't been 
this bad since before a new runway opened 
in late 2008, airline officials said. 

“It has just been thunderstorm after thun- 
derstorm rolling through,” said Glen Martin, 
who oversees air traffic control in the central 
US. for the Federal Aviation Administration. 
“We are hoping it gets better over the next 
three or four months.” 

They're hoping for—but not counting 
on—improvements. Computer software up- 
grades will help controllers more equitably 
spread delays throughout the nation’s air- 
space, rather than overpenalizing O’Hare by 
too frequently halting traffic to and from the

airport—with the dreaded “ground stop” — 
until the weather clears, officials said. 

“In the past, the thinking was it was easier 
to shut off O’Hare and take pressure off the 
whole system because O’Hare handles so 
much traffic,” Martin said. 

The airlines also have pledged to do a 
better job communicating with passengers 
about flight delays so that even if trips take 
much longer to complete, the information is 
put out there as early as possible. 

In Chicago, the airlines have been adding 


flights at O’Hare and Midway. Both can han- 
dle more flights on blue-sky days when the 
air is relatively calm and visibility is good, ac- 
cording to the FAA. The problem is that the 
weather hasn’t cooperated. 

From January through spring, O’Hare has 
been at the bottom of government rankings 
for on-time departures and arrivals. 

Departures at Midway also have been 
prone to frequent delays, while arrivals rank 
in the middle of the pack among the nation’s 
busiest airports.

The share of delayed flights because of 
bad weather has increased. In April and May 
at O’Hare, about 65 percent of delay min- 
utes were attributed to weather, up from 29 
percent in April 2012 and 58 percent in May 
2012, according to the U.S. Bureau of Trans- 
portation Statistics. 


“This is one of the worst years I have seen 
in the last decade. The storms, they come 
wave after wave and they won't go away,” 
said Bob Flynn, FAA air traffic manager at 
O’Hare tower.

CHICAGO’S PASTORS SAY TRIAL’S 
OUTCOME DEMORALIZES CONGREGANTS

Saturday night, the Rev. Otis Moss III’s 
12-year-old son asked him a question that he 
said pierced his heart and soul. 

“Daddy, am I next?” 

Aday after George Zimmerman was cleared 
of murder charges in the 2012 shooting death 
of Trayvon Martin, 17, Moss told the congre- 
gation at Trinity United Church of Christ on 
the South Side about his son’s reaction to the 
south Florida jury’s verdict. 

Moss and religious leaders throughout Chi- 
cago urged their members Sunday to channel 
their anger into constructive social change. 

“Many are disappointed today; we are dev- 
astated from what we like to call a punch in 
the mouth by the judicial system,” said Ira 
Acree, a pastor who hosted a gathering of reli- 
gious leaders Sunday at Greater St. John Bible 
Church in North Austin. “We will fight back. 
Not with violence but with our voice. With 
discipline, with dignity and with restraint.” 

Officials across the country had braced 
for riots and other protests like the ones that 
raged in the immediate aftermath of Martin’s 
death. Aside from a small, peaceful demon- 
stration downtown, most public reaction 
to the verdict in Chicago was expressed on 
stoops and in church pews. 

Rallies at Daley Plaza on Saturday and Sun- 
day drew protesters from across the city. 

“I have a Trayvon,” said Linda Daniel, who 
is black and a teacher from Hyde Park. “My 
granddaughter lives in a completely white 
community. She could be another Trayvon 
Martin.” 

“I’m appalled. I’m disgusted to be an Amer- 
ican at this moment,” she said. 

The verdict was a travesty, said the Rev. 
Michael Pfleger, pastor at St. Sabina Catholic 
Church in Gresham. But, he said, “we must 
not let injustice pull us to the low ground of 
violence ever.”

“People are tremendously angry,” said Mar- 
shall Hatch, pastor at New Mount Pilgrim 
Missionary Baptist Church in West Garfield 
Park. “But even more, what we found in our 
churches today: fear.” 

Many in the African-American community 
said Martin’s killing seemed to excuse killing a 
black man just because he “looks suspicious.” 

“That’s really what gets people upset: The 
message that it sends that our lives are not 
being valued,” said Bernard Jakes, a pastor at 
West Point Missionary Baptist Church on

the South Side who was among about a doz- 
en religious leaders who gathered at Acree’s 
church to discuss the verdict. 

“It is of course just beyond belief to many 
that an unarmed teenager somehow ends up 
being the one on trial and having to prove that 
he himself is no threat to anyone,” Hatch said 
at a news conference at the church. 

Ministers and civil rights leaders from more 
than 100 cities planned to hold a conference 
call Sunday night to discuss ways to mobilize 
around the Zimmerman verdict, Acree said. 
One idea is to hold prayer vigils outside fed- 
eral courthouses. 

It wasn’t just pastors who were worried that 


the verdict could spark violence in Chicago. 
Rep. Danny Davis, a Chicago Democrat, 
stopped by the church to endorse the pastors’ 
message. 

“Look, let’s be cool,” Davis said. “Tearing 
up the neighborhood doesn’t bring Trayvon 
Martin back.” 

The Rev. Moss began his comments about 
the Martin case Sunday by citing Jeremiah 
31:15: “A voice is heard in Ramah / lamenta- 
tion and bitter weeping. / Rachel is weeping 
for her children; / she refuses to be comforted 
for her children / because they are no more.” 

He then paraphrased it to talk about the 
Martin family’s loss, praising members of the

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Shedd expert: Sharknado wouldn't be that jcc

If a tornado carrying multiple varieties of 
sharks actually did find its way to Los Ange- 
les, the sharks wouldn't be angry. They would 
be incredibly confused. 

“To be up in a tornado, I don’t think they 
would have the cognitive desire to go after 
people at that point,” said George Parsons, 
senior director of fishes at Shedd Aquarium, 
when asked about the premise of SyFy’s 
campy movie “Sharknado,” which premiered 
Thursday. 

For the uninitiated, here’s the film’s basic 
premise: A hurricane hits the West Coast, 
sucking up sharks and plopping them on land 
in L.A. A conveniently timed tornado then 
hurls them upward, where they begin chomp- 
ing their way through the city. 

First thing first, Parsons says: Don't vilify 
the species, people. 

“Sharks definitely don’t deserve their repu- 
tation as being man-eaters,” Parsons said. 
“They are really necessary and important ani- 
mals to oceans and reefs.” 

Parsons—a B-movie buff who has been 


with the Shedd for 25 years—said he saw a 
trailer for the flick and assumed it was a joke. 
He hasn’t seen the whole thing, but watched 
enough of it to set the record straight during a 
cheeky interview Friday. 


Spoilers ahead: Don't read on if you plan on 
catching Syfy’s encore at 6 p.m. Thursday. 


Take, for example, the movie’s climax, 
in which our hero Fin (Ian Ziering) is swal- 
lowed whole by a Great White and then uses 
a chainsaw to cut his way out. 

No way, Parsons said. 

“It really has to do with [the shark’s} bite 
radius,” he said. “A really big shark, a record- 
size shark, would probably not have the mouth 
span to swallow a human whole and get it into 
their digestive system. It would have to be a 
shark bigger than we’ve ever seen. That’s a 
premise I would have to myth-bust, definitely.” 

So, how long would a shark last out of water? 

“I would imagine a shark out of water, with 
their gills wet, 10 minutes tops,” he said. And 
that’s in normal circumstances. After being 
flung through a tornado, Parsons imagines, a 


shark would last a much shorter period of time. 

The bottom line? Sharks that just survived 
flights in two different natural disasters aren’t 
going to be very dangerous when they land. 
If he found himself in a hypothetical Shark 
nado, Parsons wouldn't panic. 


“I'd probably run inside and get my camera 
and go back outside, see how many I could 
catch,” he said. “Doing what I do, I would get 
a pickup truck and try to get them back to the 
ocean.”
